The success of Lord Salisbury’s 
movement in landing troops at Shang- 
hai, then ordering their retirement, re- 
sulting in a unanimous request from 
all foreign consuls to return owing to 
the prospects of an attack from Box- 
ers, is generally admitted.

Pretoria, Aug. i8 Gen. De Wet aqi- 
peared yesterday at North Commando 
Nek, held by Gen. Baden+P:well, ana 
sent iz a flagf of truce asking for the 
purrender of the British force. Gen. 
Baden-Powell replied asking what 
terms DeWet was prepared to offer. 
DeWet is evidently moving eastward. 


Lord Roberts is issuing new severe 
and rigorous orders rescinding those 
previously issued. After reciting the 
fact thaf many of the burghers have 
broken the oath to maintain neutral- 
ity and that leniency extended to the 
burghers is not appreciated, warns all 
who break their oajth in the fuiure that 
they will be punished by death, im- 
prisonment or fine. He declares that 
all burghers in districts occupied by 
the British except those who take the 
oath wil! be regarded as prisoners of 
war and transported, and that build- 
ings on farms where the enemy or his 
scouts are harbored will be liable to 
be razed.

PUBLIC MEETING. 

A public meeting called jointly by 
the liberal assodiations of Edmonton 
to give Frank Oliver, M. P., an oappor- 
tunity of addressing the electors, was 
held in Robertson Hall on Friday even- 
ing. There whi a large and represen- 
tative attendance. Mayor McKenzie 
(resided amd Messrs. H. S. Young and 
C. W. Cross, presidents, of the senior 
aad junior iiberal associations occupi- 
é ‘seats on the platform. 


The chairman made a short intro- 
ductory address, 


Mr, Oliver said tbat he had not traub- 
led the people of Edmenton very much 
with meetings since his election . Some 
fauli. might be fownd with him on that 
score, but the faat was that the ses 
mons of parliament were so long and 
the constituency so large that frequent 
meetings thraughout the constituency ; 
were an impossibility; In any case it 
was the work done in Ottawa that 
counted, not the telling about it after- 
wards. Without desiring to make a 
Partizan address it was still neces- 
sary to an inteliigent and profitable 
discussion of public affairs that they 
fLculd be considered frem the point 
of view of party policy. A change in 
the ruling party had resultedj from last 
eluctioa and the question was: Has 
the change been for the better ox the 
Worse. This necessitated a compa ri- 
son between the parties, of principles 
and policies, and Particularly of results 
0. policy and administration. Taking 
the general condition of the country 
there could be no doubt that it was 
Frosprous, but gust how great that 
Flospenty was could best be judg- 
ed irom the figures of the trade re- 
turns. These showed an increase in 
the total trade of Canada in the four 
years from June 30th, 1896, to June 
50th, 1900, af $130,593,921; an increase 
0: 57 per cent, injfour yeans under lib- 
eral administration. During the prev- 
ious 18 years, under conservative ru-e, 
from June 30th, 1878, to June 30th, 
1896, the imcrease had been $66,619,906. 
Ubese returns showed not only pros- 
perty but a rapidity ZTawing prosper- 
ty... An incomparably more , rapid 
srowth tban had taken place under the 
vauated protective policy. In four 
years under liberal rule trade had in- 
sreased twice as mutch as under. 18 
years of conservative rule. Bug it was 
said that this increase of trade and the 
‘prosperity which caused it, were not 
aue lo the policy or the administration 
oc the hberal govermmeat. As a sup 
porter of that government, he did not 
claim that they were. It was not in 
the power of any government to make 
iPrasperity. That came through the ex- 
Brtions of the peaple turning tioace 
count the bounties of - providence, 
What he had made the comparison for 
Was tu show coXtlusively and unques- 
tionably that the country had prosper~ 
ed with the liberals in power. That 
their accession had not resulted in that 
disaster which was predicted so freely 
and so confidently at the time of the 
last elections. With ali the sins and 
shortcomings charged against the li 
eral government the country bad pros 
pered under their rule as it never had 
before. It was not the function of a 
government to make a country or ‘peo- 
ple prosperous, but it was their func 
tion and their duty to did prosperity. 
Phe question was: Had ihe measures 
taken by the government tended to- 
wards the ;ublic good and thereby aid- 
ed yrasperity? If so they were en- 
titled to a measure, af credit; if not te 
a corresponding measure of blame. 
To gat a clear idea on this point’ it was 
necessary to discuss it within our own 
mange of knowledges and vision, to de 
cide how the solicy. of the government 
affected ms. This was our frivilege 
and duty under our system of repre- 
seDtalive government. It was that 
the interests of the different sections 
of the country should: be considered in 
parliament that representatives were 
elected.. On the tariff question at thea 
last elections the parties divided on 
hizn and low tariff. The liberals stood 
far low tariff or tariff for revenue, and 
the conservattives for high tariff, or 
tariff for protection, He had taken 
sides ‘with ‘the liberals because he 

believed that the high tariff, the pra- 
tective tariff placed the western con- 

sumer of manufactured articles at a 
disadvantage as compared with tthe 
eastern producer of those articles. 

When the liberals attained power it 
was of course their duty to alter the 
tariff in accordance with their declar4 
ed policy. Since the tariff changes had 
been made they had been attacked on 
two grounds. One because they had 
reduced the tariff at all and the other 
because they had nat reduced it 
enough. It was not in the nature of 
‘things that the tariff could ever be a 
finally settled question. There must 
always be differeares of opinion and 
changes according as this or that opinr 
ion prevailed. in the west there was 
inalturaliy and properly a demand for 
farther reductions, This natural and 


proper demand was being used by ‘the 
high tariff interests to blind the ‘peo- 
ple o7 the West to the substantial re- 
@uctions that had been made. A spe- 
| cially severe attack had been direct- 
ed against the government’s policy = 
garding binding twine. The price of 
wine was something in which every 
farme™ was interested. The govern- 
meni had not reduwed, but had abolish- 
ed the duty thereby having fulfilled 
avery promise made and the most ex- 
treme expectations “in that behalf. 

They (were noti open to the 
charge of not having seduced the tar- 
inf enough on that article. It there- 
fore became necessary for the friends 
o? high tariff to mislead the farmers 
on that question. And it-was argued 
that as twine was dearer now than 
be:ore the tariff was redubedithe farm- 
er had been injured instead of being 
benefitted by the yabolition of the 
duty. Those who made such an argu 
ment evidently held very cheaply the 
intelligence of the farmers of Cana- 
ada and pa-ticularly of Western Oana+ 
ada. The government could not make 
twine cheap or dear any more thaw it 
could make the country poor or prus- 
jperous. The liberal party and gov- 
ernment never claimed to be able to 
do so. The onservatives \ possibly 
laid the claim, but-it was withi the 
knowledge of everyone who lived in 
Canada tive years ago that they had 
not made the claim good. What the 
government could do and what the 
liberal government had done was te 
take off the duty ar tax of 121-2 per 
cent, which had formerly been levied 
on the import of twine, and the farmer 
got the benefit of that yreduction 
whether the twine was cheap or dear. 
indeed as the duty was on value the 
dearer the twine the greater the 
vcnelit to the farmer by the reduction 
a. the duty. if twine were 5: a ‘pound 
ihe duty would be 62 1-2 on each hun- 
ured pounds. But u twine were llc 
!pouud the duty would be $1.25 per 
wuudred pounds. If the duty had not 
veen taken of would the price of twine 
wave remained low? Noone wouldisay 
fsa in plain words, but this was what 
sarmers Were asked to beileve. Last 
year Canada imported $818,412 worth 
o. binder twine. Had the duly _Te 
wained the cost oi the twine woud 
gave been - increased by $102,301, 
which amouot was now in the pockets 
». the farmers instead of in the De 
wuinion treasury. But this .was not 
the whole saving, ‘ Canada probably 
manufactured as much binder twine 
as she imported. The cost of the im- 
ya:ted article governed the price of the 
ome p.ouuct. Ihe reduction of $100,- 
Juv in tne <Ost Go, imported twine Meant 
un equal reduction m the cast to the 
-gasumer o: the home manufactured 
article. By the abolition of the duty 
une farmer saved $100,000 that ather- 
wise would have gone into the Domin- 
ou, treasury and another $100,000 that 
would have gone into the pockedms of 
che manuiacturers. It was this lat- 
car feature of the case that was the 
-oundation of the fierce assaults on the 
savernment’s binder twine policy. The 
case in regard to binder twine was 
inwen the same as the case regarding 
varbed wire.

860.986. Computed at the rate of 
duty paid under the tariff of 1896, the 
duty wou i have been $33,490,655, a 
diiference ‘of $4,623,669 in favor of the 
consumer on actua! imports and prob- 
ably an equal difference in the cost to 
the consumar of like articles of home 
manuf:jcture. It was this four and a 
half millions saved to the consumer 
from the pockets of the manufacturers 
that furnished a reason for the bit- 
ter attacks upon the tariff policy of 
the present government by the news- 
paper organs of the formerly highly 
protected interests; and furnished 
just as many and just as good reasons 
to the great wealth producing classes 
of the counitry why that policy should 
not be allowed to be sreversed-—but 
rather should be extended in directions 
in which it had not yet been carried 
far enough’.

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HONCRABLE MENTION OF THE DEAD. 

Gen. Hutton sends a letter of July2 
to (Lord. Minto with Col. Evans’ report 
of the fight at Honingapruit in which 
the Second Battalion of Mounted Ri: 
fles was engaged and in which the 
Pincher Creek boys were killed. Gen. 
Hutton eays: “The whole incident re 
furted by Lt.-Co!. Evans, refledts the 
greatest oredit upon all concerned, but 
the gallantry and devotion to duty 
which were shown by the small party 
eoumposing the Cossack post in partic- 
ular was of the very highest order.” 
Agnin he says: “The men of athe 
Northwest Mounted Police have been 
repeatedly conspicuous in displaying 
the highest quelities «required of a 
British so'dier in tha field.” Gen. 
Huttoa continues: “I have the honor 
to submit to your excellency the names 
of the following officers and men for 
their conduct in the engagement,which 
I have specially brougbt to the notice 
of the commender-in-chief; Lieut. H. 
J. A. Davidsoa, Supt. N. W.M.P.,; Lt. 
W. M. Inglis, late captain in the Berk- 
shire regiment, wounded; Corp. Fred 
Morden, wounded and subsequently 
killec. Lamce Corp. (now sergeant) 
Thos. Miles, wounded; Pte. Kerr, 
wounded and subsequently killed; Pte. 
Mills, wounded.”

A LETTER FROM HONING SPRUIT. 

The Bulletin is indebted to Const. 
Holt for the privilege of reproduring 
ths following letter received by him 
from Trooper McDougall, formerly of 
the N. W. M. P., detachment here, now 
with the Mounted Rifles in South Af- 
rica. The letter was dated from Hont+ 
ing Spruit, Orange River Colony, on 
July 3rd, and reads: 


“Your unexpected missive to hand 
in yesterday’s mail was welcomed 
without doubt, as it was the first 
mieil we had for two months, our last 
ladget being captured on the way to 
Pretoria by DeWet’s corps of rebels, 
whom we had missed in our hurried 
march through the country. We had 
not much oppasition on the way. I 
have been iu ten general engagements. 
Our battalion was 
French under Gen. Hutiton, aind we had 
a pretty lively chase. When at Joh- 
ennesburg we had 25 haurs straight 
fighting, but the wily Boer cleared out 
and we followed close at their heels 
till owe gat 36 miles narth cf Pretoria. 
Gen. Botha made a stand, which last- 
ed 15 hours. He reireated during 
the night. Our first casualty occur- 
red in this scrap, one of our men be- 
ing killed by a shell. By Lord Rob- 
erts’ request the western contingent 
Was sent back to stdp this guerilla 
War, which was going on in the Free 
State. We were split up in two bands 
of 50 each. I was in the party which 
went south. On the 22nd. June we 
were attacked by the Boers at 5 a. m. 
We had twO men shot dead on their 
post af duty. Four more were wound- 
ed and four are atill missing. Veirnon 
(formerly of Fort Saskatchewan) had 
« narraw sscaps from tbe Boers. He 
got throwgh their lines into Kroon- 
etd—about 15 miles. Though heavily 
attacked we kept them off until re- 
lief came. I helped to bury two 
Boers, which gave me great. satisfac- 
tian you bet. There must have been 
quite a number wounded on their side, 
far they would not approach nearer 
than fram 1,600 to 2,000 yards of us. 
Our little garrison is encamped round 
the railway bridge and we have held: 
the place since. We are under orders 
to go to Pretpria in. the morning. There 
hes been a lot/ of sickness in our out- 
fit, althaugh I have pulled through all 
Tight so far. Aston is in the hospital. 
Dick Lett wap left at Pretoria along 
with same more who are going to join 
the police here. They will get ten 
ehiliings per daly, and all found, Sergt. 
Ritchie is well, ahso Corporal Head. 
After being remounted at Kroonstad 
we will proceed to the front at once. 
General Methuen is supposed to be 
going to fight 16 miles from here to- 
diay. The Boers are trying to keep 
him on the move. He is very slow or 
they are very fast. They cannot hold 
out much longer in this part as we 
have corralled all the live stack, I 
here the war will soon be over as_ I 
em sick of fighting.”

RATIONS OF PRISONERS. 

Sergt. G. D, Lay, of the 2nd Royal 
Irish Rifles, with the field force in 
South Africa, and who for six months 
has been a prisoner in the hands 
of the Boers, writes vas follows to 
Toronto friends regarding his treat- 
ment by the Boers: -“During the 
time I wep prisoner my letters were 
read by the Boers, so I did not like to 
cut in enything Out’ of the way as re- 
gards their treatment of us. If they 
had been British, I would have said it 
was wretched; but as it was Boers, 
I think we did fairly. Our food was 
ud at first, but in the end our 
nations were one pound bread daily, 
“* enough for two meals daily, sugar

when obtainable (sometimes none for 
a month), flower and rice two ounces 
daily, mealie four ounces daily, meat 
one pound a week.”

connecting and tributary waters, to 
be run in corzsection with the com- 
pany’s railway; also to own and ‘oper- 
ate docks and. elevators. This is ree 
garded as the link in the new lake 
and rail line from Western Canada ito 
the Aijtlantic via Duluth, and from the

HOT WEATHER. 

New York, Amg. 11.—Death reaped) a 
harvest to-day from New York's hu- 
mpnity. Ait least 33 persons died in 
this city and vicinity, 30 of them from 
@Tostrutions and three children from 
fire escapes on which they had crawled 
to get some relief; Sinre August 6th, 
when the temperature was 90 degrees, 
conditions have been growing worse. 
All in all it is the hottest continuous 
spell New York has ever had. Tha 
greatest sufferers were little ones, and 
reports from the Bellevue dispensary 
told of struggles fer life among the 
poor, Within four days during which 
the heat has been oppressive there 
has been an average of 66 child pat 
tients at this dispensary alone , the 
ages of the children ranging from five 
months to two years. The outdoor 
poor department was over-taxed also, 
there being twenty-five applications a 
day from mothers to have their chil- 
dren taken to Randall's Island. There 
was more humidity in the atmosphere 
to-day than on the previous day, it re- 
gistering 53 per cent early in ‘the 
morning and advancing during the 
day. ! 

The suffering among animals was 
plainly evident. Many horses fell, 
some to die, others to stagger to their 
feet and go weakly on. Fire Chief 
Croker’s orders that the hose should 
be oa tap in the vicinity of engine 
‘stations saved many horses from sun: 
stroke. 


Chicago, Aug. 11.—Six deaths -here 
due to heat to-day, the eighth day of 
the torrid spell, and there were 
twenty-five - prostratiors, three of 
which will prove fatal. The mercury 
touched its highest point at 3 o’clock 
when 92 wals reached in the weather 
bureau office. Down on the atreet it 
was 95 to 97. A small shower in the 
tfternoon sent the merenry down to 
84 for a short time, but it rose again 
to 89 and was sent down again to 80 
by a little thunder shower at 8 p. m. 
The second time it-remainied at 80, but 
the weather man says it will pass 90 
again td-morrow. ex 

Philadelphia, Aug. 11.—The temper. 
ature broke all records for August 
when alti 3 o’clock this afternoon the 
government thermometer on the top 
of the post office building registered 
100 degrees. This was within one det 
gree of the highest temperature ever 
officially recorded here. On Septem 
ber 7, 1881 ,the maximum temperature 
was 101.5 degrees. The week has been 
one of intense ‘heat and excessive: 
humidity, resulting in numerous fatal- 
ities and scores of prostrations: Tha 
weather observer at this station says 
there are no indications of rslief.

THE ASHANTI WAR. 

A column, of 700 men, under Colonel 
Burroughs, has returned to - Bakwai 
from Kumassie, having reinfonced and 
re-raitioned the fort for two months. 
The \force ajttacked and destroyed 
three old stockades, after a desper- 
ate bayonet charge, in which four 
ocficers nd thirty-four native sol- 
diers were surrounded and three kill- 
ed. On the night of Aug. 7 Col. Bur- 
roughs altitacked an Ashanti war 
camp, near Kumassie, surprising the 
camp and bayonetiting the enemy. 
Great numbers were slain without a 
gun being fired: A lieutenant was 
killed and two men were wounded. 
Other flying columns are going out 
and it is believed the punishment in- 
flicted will not soon be forggotten, 
though several defeats are still need- 
ed to clear the country south of 
Kaumassie of the rebels.
